Van Buren’s Memoval of Clinton— 
Pernando Weod Taken Up by 
Tammany—John Kelly—tTilden and 
the New York State Vote.

Martin Van Buren was one of the 
shrewdest of politicians. He was as 
great a politician as DeWitt Clinton 
was a statesman; as adroit as Aaron 
Burr, and infinitely more cunning. 
He fought, not like Clinton, as a 
knight of chivalry, armed capapie in 
open lists, but clothed in a coat of in- 
visibleness and shoes of swiftness. He 
walked im sinuous paths and lurked. in 
cover to 

“Spy into the thoughts with eubtie skill.” 

He appealed to no motive but inter- 
est, and aroused no passion but desire 
for success. He illustrated a truth 
promulgated by Edgar Allan Poe: 
“There is such a thing as being too 
profound. Truth is not always ina 
well. In fact, as regards the more im- 
portant knowledge, 1 do believe that 
she is invariably superticial. The depth 
lies in the valleys where we seek her, 
and not upor the mountain tops where 
she is found.’ There was nothing 
direct, nothing sincere, in Van Buren. 
Like a prominent leader of the Demo- 
cratic party in Los Argeles (forgive ye 
the comparison, for in point of political 
acumen it is like comparing a locomo- 
tive to a wheelbarrow!) he was a sort 
ci Cagliostra, in that, while he re- 
roa‘ned in the dark, be saw every move- 
ment of his adversary. 

A public man, who combined the 

nalities of Thomas Jefferson, DeW tt 
Clinton and Martin Van Buren would 
bea prodigy. ‘The first ws tne great- 
est of political philosophers, the second 
the greatest of politica! statesmen, and 
the third fhe ee of political ma- 
nipulators. am familiar with no 
character in history who combined all 
these qualities, unless it. be Mirabeau. 
Abrabam Linco!n combined theQuali- 
ties of two of them in great degree. 
He was an admirable politician, and a 
very considerable statesman. 

Van Buren became the greatfrival of 
Clinton at the close of the second war 
of independence. In order to counter- 
act Clinton’s influence in the interior 
of the State be established a junta at 
the State capital, knewn as the Albany 
Regency. e was at the head of it 


and had for his lieutenants Silas 


Wright and a young man, then: just. 


emerging from obscurity, William L. 
Morey. But while Van Buren was a 
political manipulator, he was not so 
much of a statesman. It was claimed 
by himself and his adherents that 
while Minister to the Court of St. 
James he settled the question of Great 
Britiau’s right of search. -In the first 
olitical speech that wonderful genius, 
S. Prentiss, ever nade, he 
thought this question had been settled 
years ago by the war of 1812, and that 
even the American sailor boy. seated at 
the masthead, if asked bya Briton 
whether such right existed, would 
int to thecannon’s mouth and say, 
dignantiy: ‘Go, take your answer 
thence.’ 
Clinton had long contemplated the 
building of the Erie Canal. His prac- 
tical mind conceived the project, and 
he bad, the long — he was Mayor 
and Senator, urged its practicability. 
Finally he convinced the public, and 
the canals were built, and through 
them the teeming fields of the West 
poured their rich treasures into the lap 
of New York, and that city became 
the gateway from America to Europe. 
His indomitable will alone enabled 
him toaccumplish the great enterprise. 
Tammany and the “Albany Regency”’ 
ridiculed his ‘‘ditch,’”’ but today they 
are the grandest monuments on the 
globe, that attest the genius of a great 
man. Not even Napoleon left upon 
the earth snchatestimony to his states- 
mapship. Compare it with some of the 
works of Napoleon when in the plenti- 
tude of power. The greatest works of 
Napoleon were the harbors of Antwerp 
and Flushing, the hydraulic works of 
Havre and Nice, the maritime works 
at Venice, the passes of the Simploin, of 
Mount Ceuis and Mount Geneve, the 
bridges over the Seine, and the building 
of the Louvre. But in the results they 
have achieved, compared with the 
Erie Canal, they were insignificant. 
And it must be remembered, too, that 
Napoleon was supported ir his grand 
enterprises by the entire people. He 
had only to command and it was 
obeyed. His word was as potent as the 
“open sesame” of Ali Baba. His 
slightest wish was never called in 
question. Clinton, however, met with 
a most formidabie opposition, but. his 
untiring energy and indomitable will 
_ carried him through it all successfuliy. 
(as Plutarch said of Alexander) 
paid no regard to the popular will, ex- 
cept that the Zonfidence it procured 
him might facilitate his designs 
and crown them with success.” 
Ciinton was made Canal Commissioner 
_by a hostile Legislature. It was a 
tribute that even envy could not deny 


m, 

In 1820 Van Buren caused the Legis- 
lature to remove Clinton from his office 
as Mayor, and two years after, on mo- 
tion of Silas Wright. he was further 
humiliated by the passage of a resolu- 
tion removing him from the position of 
Canal Commissioner; but his enemies 
soon found 


“Tis better playing with a lion’s wheip 
Than with an old one dying.” 


The whole State was now aroused to 
indignation. The middle classes had 
always loved and admired Clinton. 
They knew that he was haughty, but 
they knew that he was honest and had 
always been their friend. Now, in the 
hour of adversity, they rolled to his 
support. He was chosen as the ‘‘peo- 

le’s candidate” for Governor of the 

tate, and triumphantly reéiected at 
the close of the term, but died suddeniy 
while discharging the duties of his 
office. He was the ablest and most 
relentless enemy Tammany has con- 
tended against, and, if he had lived a 
few years longer, he might have 
crushed the organization, though it is 
not impossible that his rash impetuosity 
‘and headstrong will would have driven 
him to the committal of some indiscre- 


tion that would have withdran from him | Co 


the ptles favor and public confidence. 
co With Clinton dead, there was no one 
to dispute the supremacy with Van 
Buren. Although he had favored 
Crawford for President four years pre- 
viously, he had dexterity sufficient to 
supplant Calhoun in the affections of 
Jackson, ard from Secretary of State 
became Vice-President in 1832 and 
President in 1836. During all these 
years Tammany governed New York 
city, and the Regency,”’ 
which had in its membership Dean 
Richmond, Peter Cagger and Sgmuel 
J. Tilden, governed the interior, hav- 
ing for their opponents as leaders 
ef the Whigs, Weed, Seward and 
Greeley. But the methods of Van 
Buren were so perfect that the State 
was held in the Democratic column. 
It was in this school that Tilden ac- 
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thereafter. In 1576, Tikten polled 
the entire vote of the State of New 
York. He had a classified list of the 
voters throughout the State. re 
was nota marin the State possessed 
of any political inflaence whatever to 
whom he did not address a letter con- 
taining an adroit appeal for support. 
Acorps of clerks were kept at work 
night and day writing these letters a 
receiving replies. Three weeks befo 
the election he knew within 500 votes 
what his majority in New York State 
would be. 

In 1848 there was a split in the party. 
The ‘“‘Hunkers,” as they were called, 
under the leadership of Daniel S. Dick- 
inson, a most accomplished leader, 
William L. Morey, Dean Richmond 
aud Peter Cagger supported Gen. 
Cass, and the *Barn-burners,”’ under 
the lead of John Van Buren and Til- 
den, supported old Martin Van Buren 
for President, which gave the State to 
Taylor, electing him; but in 1852 all the 
sections supported Pierce, but four 
years later Gen. Fremont swept the 
State. 

Fernando Wood was taken up by 
Tammany in 1854 and elected Mayor; 
but he quarreled with the sachems, 
who kicked him out of the organiza- 
tion, and Fernando established the 


Mozart Hall organization, | means of 
which he triumphed over Tammany; 


but he was in turn defeated, and then 
made peace with the society which 
kept him in Congress eight years, or 
two terms. Afterward, A. Casey Hall, 
Peter B. Sweeney and William M. 
Tweed got possession of Tammany, 
and brought the society into. great dis- 
repute. For monumental gall, invinci- 
ble cheek and immortal brass, Tweed 
took the whole confectionery. Ie could 
steal the sugar out of your coffee after 


you had stirred it in. After 
traveling ‘“‘abroad’’ for a_ time 
“for his health:’’ he arrived at 


home, much against his will, and was 
furnished with quarters at Black well’s 
Island, where, in the words of ‘*Uthel- 
lo,’ he “did the State some service.”’ 
Tweed was no ordinary thief. He stole 
by the cart-load. He plunged his arms 
in clear up to the elbows, shut both 
hands tight, and came away with a full 
hold and a fair ieck-load. He grabbed 
as though he never expected to grab 
again. He was like the lightning, 
which never strikes twice in the same 
place, because it doesn’t need to; be- 
cause it never leaves anything tostrike. 
But he was an “‘Artful Dodger,” in 
comparison with whom the celebrated 
character in “Oliver Twist”? was as 
baseless tabric of a_ vision.’’ 
He was fruitful of promises. 
He promised everybody everything they 
asked fer. Then, when the day forthe 
fulfillment of the promises came to 
hand, he renewed the promises. He 
took up one note by giving another. 
He bellowed *Reform’’—which is a 
good thing before election. He had 
actually reduced the pronunciation of 
the word toascience. The trill of the 
“rin pronouncing it he readily ac- 
quired by closing the left eye at the 
moment of uttering the word. He 
doubtless understood the word 
to be a Latin compound of 
thing, .and__ formale, to 
form, that is, to form and shape 
things—to fx things. The taxpayers 
of New York city learned it to their 
sorrow. When Tweed and his layout 
brought Tammany into such disrepute, 
Tilden threw all his energies, abilities 
and influence against it and put most 
of the sac'ems in prison and bauished 
all the others. It was supposed that. 
the organization was hopelessly ruined, 
but in 1879, John Kelly, who succeeded 
Tweed in the bosship, ran for Governor 
against the Tilden candidate, whose 
defeat he caused and destroyed Til- 
den’s Presidential prospects in 1880. 

Of ail the leaders or ‘“‘bosses’’ ‘T'am- 
many has ever had, John Kelley has 
been by far the purest. Like Czesar’s 
wife, he was above suspicion. He was 
scrupulously honest in every public 
and private relation. He was a man 
of strict integrity and disinterested 
benevolence, and was faithful in the 
discharge of every public and private 
duty. When he was electéd Sheriff of 
New York city the salary of the office 
was $20,000 per annum, and it was at 
that time, by his own efforts 
and at his earnest recommendation, 
that the salary of Sheriff was 
reduced to $10000. His home affec- 
tions were truly tender and beautiful. 
It has been said that he was never 
heard to utter a scandal, even in the 
midst of the fiercest political contests, 
and he had nocharity whatever for any 
kind of baseness or meanness. fore 
he was gathered to his fathers he had 
hardly a moment to call hisown.

Many men in 
search of office sought Mrs. Kelly’s in- 
fluence 7 sending her gifts of ks, 
jewelry, bric-a-brac, etc., but she al- 
ways returned them. She was of as 
much importance as her husband. It 
is all changed now. Only a few of the 
hundreds who used to annoy her by 
the frequency of their visits to her 
home now cali, and they = are 
men who liked the boss and his young 
wife as much for themselves as for the 
loaves and fishes that could be multi- 
plied so plentifully. She is living in 
retirement and devoting her time tojthe 
education of her children, tothe church 
aud to charitable work. Nearly every 
Democrat.of prominence in the coun- 
try has at one time or another stretched 
his legs under John Kelly’s mahog- 
any dining-table, but they come and go 
from New York now without making a 
pilgrimage to his widow’s home, or 
eveninguiring afterrher health.

FORAKER ON THUKMAN. 


What the Governor Has to Say of 
His. Nomination. 

“Gov. Foraker, what will be the 
effect of the” nomination of Thurman 
for Vice-President?” 

Gov. Foraker replied: “I do not 
think his nomination will add any 
strength to the Democratic ticket in 
this State,and | do not know why it 
should in any State. He is now not 
only quite old, but apparently very in- 
firm. This will weaken him somewhat, 
but the truth is, he never was any 
stronger than his party—in fact not 
quite sostrong. The only time since the 
war that he has been acandidate before 
the people was when Hayes defeated 
him for the Governorshipin 1867. He 
then ran behind his ticket. Every man 
on it got more votes than he received. 
The Democrats got the Legisla.ure 
that year. however, and he was sent to 
the Senate. But it was not his strength 
that carried the General Assembly. 
‘The result would have been the same 
in that respect had their candidate for 
Governor been either Payne, Pendleton 
or Ranney. It was the question of the 
negro suffrage and the prejudice it ex- 
cited that defeated us as to the Legis- 
lature that year and not Thurman or 
any other man. And so it was, too, 
that they carried the State six 
years later in 1878, when they 
agan got the Legislature and re- 
elected ‘Thurman to the Senate. 
His personal strength had ‘nothing to 
do with the resuit. That was the year 
of the Rise-up-William Allen cam- 
paign and the panic. His election to 
the Senate was due both times to what 
were for him such fortuitous circum- 
stances'as these. hever’ hud any 
special strength; at this time he has 
less than ever before. He will bave 
difficulty in commanding the full 
strength of his own party. Phe dissent 
to his nomination by a part of the 
Ohio delegation fairly represents the 
sentiment to him among Ohio Demo- 
crats.”’ 

“Willhe get any Republican. votes 
on the ground that he is especia 
honest?” 

“No,” replied Gov. Foraker, “he 
will not get any Republican votes. He 
is no more honest than most men are— 
or than all men shoulda be. and, so far 
as his abilities are concerned, what- 


ever they may be, he has at least not 
made good use of them in a political 
sense. He opposed the war, emanci- 
pation, specie resumption, and almost 
everything else that has been accom- 
plished during the last 30 years of 
which any American is proud today. 
fie has simply been a life-long, unfal- 
tering Democrat, of the pro-slavery, 
anti-war, bourbonistic character, who 
has stood by his party through good 
report and had report, always a‘ding it 
to the full extent of his abilities in all 
its copperhead, free-trade, fiat-money 
and obstruction policies and tenden- 
cies. Oh, no, indeed, he will not get 
any Republican votes.”

A BOOK NEARLY TWO OCEN- 
TURIES OLD. 


A Quaint and Curious Volume, with 
a Title Page That Would Paralyze 
_@ Modern Printer—Odd Styles in 
Typography and Literature—Karly 
Newspapers. 


Some quaint old books—‘A Com- 
pleat History of the Holy Bible,’’ in 
three volumes, published in 1716, anda 
copy of the Ulster County Gazette, 
published January 4, 1800, together 
with *“‘The Centinel of Freedom,” of 
February 23, 1812, and two numbers of 
“The War,”’ issued September 12, 1812, 
and July 13, 1813—have been shown 
Tue Times. These quaint old vol- 
umes, bound in calf, profusely illus- 
trated, and using the old-fashioned 
alphabet with the long ‘‘s,”’ and the 
peculiar style of expression of a cen- 
tury or two ago, are the property of 
Mr. J. A. Cole, of the Times-Mirror 
establishment. They ate regarded 
with great interest. Compared with 
the publications of today in size and 
general appearance, they seem insig- 
nificant, but in the events which they 
record, and in the memories which they 
awake of that historic past to which 
they belong, they are pregnant with 
interest. 

Turning to the title-page of the first 
of these curious old volumes, with the 
text nrinted in two colors, the explicit- 
ness of detail which is made use of, 30 
different from the style of book makers 
teday, at once attracts the attention. 
lt is as follows: 

Compleat History of the Holy Bible, 
contained in the Old and New Testament: 
In which are inserted the Occurrences that 
happen’d during the Space of about Four 
Hundred Years; From the Days of the 
Prophet Malachi To the Birth of Our 
Blessed Saviour, And that have been omitted 
in all or mest of the former Works of this 
Natare. Tne Whole illustrated with Notes, 
Explaining several difficuitt Texts, and 
reconciling many seeming Contradictions 
n thé Transiitions, as weil as English as 
others, of the Sacred Scriptures, Adorned 
with above 150 Cuts. engraven by J. Sturt. 
In ‘three Voiumes; By Laurence Howell, 
A:M. The Second Edition. Vol. I. In 
the Savoy: Printed by Eliz. Nutt, and E, 
Nutt at the Middle Tempie Gate in Fieet- 
street. J. Sturt in Golden-Lion Court in 
Aldergate Street, and F. Marphew near 
Stationers-Hall. 1716, 

The illustrations are evidently 
printed from copper-plates, the lines of 
the engravings being exceedingly fine 
and clear cut. But they show, in 
mony respects, crudeness of conception 
on the part of the artist, and some 
faultiness in perspective and anatomy. 
Yet still they are an addition to the 
text of the volumes, and ds specimens 
of the realistic school of art, and earlier 
conceptions of the subjects illustrated, 
are not lacking in present interest. 

Many of che subjects chosen for iilus- 
tration are suggestive of the stern 
theology of the day, such as, for in- 
stance, “The rich man lying in tor- 
ments.’ Chained toa rack and in the 
idst_of a devouring fire, the leap- 
ing flames envelop him, and the 
smoke of his awful torment darkens 
the air above him. Far _ over- 
head, sitting upon a cloud, is 
Lazarus in the arms of Abraham, 
and to them is lifted the agonized 
face of the rich man. The attitude is 
fyll of pase: while the rising 
flames and volume of smoke tell the 
story of his doom. The enlightened 
faith of today, rejecting the teachin 
of literal hell fire, turns from suc 
illustrations, rejoicing that 
the biblical student of the present has 
better object-lessons than these, and a 
more reasonable faith in a retribution 
which is found in the pangs of an 
awakened conscience. 

As asample of the style of this old 
Bible history we quote a passage from 
the life of Job: 

“Thus was Job stripped of all his Sub- 
stance in one Day,and he that in the 
ep was the richest Man in all the 
East before Night was ners the poorest 
Man in the World. The malicious Devil 
finding these Attempts too remote to raise 
that Passion which he expected in Job 
upon this sudden Course of Misfortunes, to 
crown all, resolves to touch him in a more 
Sensible Part, and to come as near him, as 
the Bound set him by the Almighty would 
permit. This Prince of the Air therefore 
raising a very great Storm threw down the 
House where Job’s children were then 
merry-making upon their Heads, and slew 
them all. And that Job might not have any 
Time to digest the Grief of his former 
Losses, before the last Messenger haa made 
an end of relating to him the Loss of his 
Camels another comes in haste and in great 
Fright tells him, ‘That as his Sons and 
Daughters were eating, and drinking wine 
in their eldest Brother’s House there came 
agreat Wind from the Wilderness, and 
smote the Four Corners of thé House, and 
it fell upon the Young Men and they are 
dead.” 

To this the author adds the following 
comment: 

“Four Corners. This hath been a mighty 
subject of jest and ridicule among the Athe- 
ists, who would fain argue a great Impro- 
priety of Expression, and from hence inval- 
idate this, and many such like Expressions 
in the Holy Scriptures. They ask how in 
the Course of Nature the wind could blow 
from any Four Points of the Compass at 
once? I will notanswer them from the Ex- 
traordinariness of this Event, their Patron, 
the Prince of the Air, having at this Time 
an unlimited Power over the Elements to at- 
tack Job where he would except in his Per. 
son, or how he pleased. But in Storms, es- 
pecialiy such violent ones, as even now 
a-Days usual, Navigators would be puzzled 
tosay whether the Wind comes directly 
from one Point of the Compass or from 
several at one and the same Time, And 
therefore I shall refer them to a Heathen 
Author, whom they will sooner or believe 
than revealed #ligion; and if | tell them 
that Virgil is ur this Opinion, 1 do not ques- 
tion but they will believe him. Let them 
consult Virgil's Description of a Storm in 
sis first Atneis, and there they will 
Three Winds uttacking the Seas at once.” 

So much for the pictorial art, de- 
scriptive style and the logic of stand- 
ard works a century and three-quarters 
ago. 


OLD NE WSPAPERS. 
The Ulster County Gazette for Jan- 
uary 1, 1800, was published in Ulster 
county, N. Y., by Samuel Freer & Son, 
and was a four-page weekly of 16 
columns, each containing about 400 
words. The first page of the issue be- 
fore us contained areport of the pro- 
ceedings of Congress, with an account 
of the call made by the Senate on Presi- 
dent Adams, with the address made by 
the Speaker of the House and the 


President’s reply. The second page 
occupied by the “‘latest foreign’’ 
néws from the seat of war on the Con- 


tinent, ‘‘received by the Factor from 
Falmouth that sailed October 20, 1799.” 
This consisted of letters from corre- 
spondents at Paris, Strasbourg. London 
and the seat of war in the low coun- 
tries. Following the foreign news was 
President Adams’ address on Wash- 
ington, concluding: “If a Trojan 
found a Pliny, a Marcus Aurelius can 
never want a biographer, eulogist or 
historian.’’ A Special report on the 
burial of the great General is published. 

In The Centinel of Freedom, pub- 
lished at Newark, N. J:, February 25,

The copy of War,’’ published 
July 18, 1813, is addressed to Moses 
Harrison, cousin of Tippecanoe, who 
was evidently a subscriber. 

Carrier boys on horseback were not 
in vogue in those days. Klider O’Con- 
nor, the founder aud publisber, and 
Charles O’Conneor, the carrier boy, took 
papers across North River in a skiff. 

e quote the following from one of 
the columns of **The War:”’ 

“The following are the inscriptions on 
the flags captured on the taking of York, 
vere by Major Armistead to Washing- 


n: 

‘I'he standard of the notorious plunder- 
ing, burning, murdering, scalping corps of 
rangers, coremanded by Col. Butter, in the 
service of England in the revolutionary 
war, whose savage barbarities will long be 
remembered by the inhabitants of Mohawk 
and Susquehanna river; taken at Fort 
George, Upper Canada, May 27, 1813.” 

This flag was held in great veneration 
by the savages. | 

“The other flag has the following inscrip- 
tion on it: 

“Taken by a drummer (John Campbell) 
in Captam Maher’s Albany Volunteers.” 

“The boasted of having *‘above 
3000 subscribers,’’? a number to which 
it pointed proudly as an evidence of its 
success.

That section of our continent lying 
to the westward of the Rocky Moun- 
tains is the wonderland of the world.

We flattered 
ourselves that, whatever fault might 
be found with other planks in the plat- 
forn.—however little some of its 
declarations might suit some of the 
opposite party—here, at least, was a 
statement which no self-respeciing and

the ‘“‘peace of Europe.” It is known 
that he is burning for an opportunity 
to distinguish himself as a great mili- 
tary commander and emulate the 
career of his ancestor, Frederick the 
Great.

We have, 
therefore, no hope from them, as a 
party. Nothing less than an indorse- 
ment of their impossible claims would 
placate them—even if that would, The 
plank referred to was inserted to show 
that, notwithstanding the enmity and 
misrepresentation of the Prohibition- 
ists, the Republican party is not to be 
driven from the position which it holds, 
and has ever held, as the steadfast and 
consistent friend of virtue, sobriety, 
temperance and morality. Let the 
Democrats make the most ot it, and 
the Prohibitionists the least of it, that 
they can! The Republican party is 
satisfied and proud to take its stand 
upon this simple declaration of social 
faith, and seeks no accessions to its 
ranks from among those who cannot 
cordially indorse it.

AGGIE AND-LURLINB. 


The Two Crack Yachts Begin 
Their Race. 


They Make an Auspicionus Start from 
the Golden Gate. 


The Lurline Slightly Ahead When 
They Were Last Seen, 


Other Coast News—Some Brilliant Base-ball at 
San Francisc:—A Poor Game at Stocktun— 
Shocking Disaster Near Santa 
Cruz, Eic. 


By Telegraph to the Times. 

SAN Francisco, July 1.—[By the As- 
seciated Press.| The race between the 
yachts Luriine and Aggie began under 
extremely favorable circumstances this 
morning. The. race will extend to San 
Diego, and the craft that rounds the whist- 
ling buoy, outside that harbor, first, will 
win the championship flag of the Pacific 
Coast and $1000. ‘The starting point was an 
imaginary line directly across the entrance 
to the Golden Gate. At 10:21 a.m. tugs 
dropped both yachts nearly bow to bow. 
A 12-knot northwest breeze was blowing at 
the time, and the sea was smooth and the 
weather clear for miles out. At this point 
they were off Point Diablo, and each began 
to make sail. The Lurline got up her main- 
Sail first, and five minutes later each had 
Spread her mainsail, foresail and inner and 
outer jibs. The wind increased in volume, 
and soon the Lurline set her staysail.” The 
Aggie made two unsuccessful attempts to 
do this, vut, in consequence of some hitch, 
it required a third trial to adjust the canvas. 
They steered S.SW., and were working toa 
southward, when the line was crossed at 
10:30, 

THE RACE BEGUN. 

The Lurline hada slight advantage, be- 
ing to the leeward, but there. was no  per- 
ceptible diiference in their positions reia- 
tive tothe line. At 22 minutes befure 11 
the Luriine, which had gained a decided 
lead, fired her gun, while passing the Seal 
Rocks. The Aggie was about five seconds 
in the rear. A large fleet of schooners and 
a bark were inward bound, {In consequence 
of meeting taese.vessels, John R. Spreck- 
els’s yacht cained a decided advantage. She 
laid off to thesouthward, and passed ahead of 
the bark, but the Aggie, uncer command of 
Capt. White, was compelled to stand closer 
to the wind of the bark, thus losing consid- 
erable distance by the unfortunate circum- 
stance. 

THEIR RACING COMPANION. 

The new yacht, the Charles G, White, 
left in company with the other two, and 
will make the trip with them. If she comes 
up to the expectations of her owners she 
will challenge the winner. The wind 

reshened up to such an extent that it was 
blowing about 24 miles an hour at 11 
o’clock. At that time the three yachts 
were standing boldly out to sea, and the 
powerful marine glass at the observator 
showed that they were plowing throug 
the water at a dashing pace. They were 
lost to view in the hazy atmosphere at 11:30, 
wheu it was impossible to tell which had 
the advantage, as they all appeared to 
be neck and neck, to use an expression 
from the turf.

A fairs were lively on both yachts at quite 
an early hour this morning. A gay party of 
ladies and gentlemen were on board each of 
the tugs, and contributed largely toward 
the spirits of the yachtsmen as they made 
wady towing out.

John D. Spreckels wore a look of quiet sat- 
isfaction as he puffed a Havana and men- 
tally estimated the chances of his yacht

More Monuments Dedicated to the 
Memory of the Dead. 


Gen. Fairchild Delivers a Brief but 
Elequent Address. 


Gen. Longstreet Given a Warm Reerption by 
the Veterans—Tho e¢x-Confederate’s Speech 
~The Battle-fleld Once More tho 
Scene of Stirring Events.

Getrysbunre (Pa.), July 1.—[By the As 
sociated Press,] The streets are filled with 
inasses of humanity. The Ninth New 
York and the militia of New York came at 
So’clock. Members of the New York Ex- 
celsior Brigade arrived a little later, and 
the Veteran Corps from Washington, D. C., 
came at about 12 o’clock, At 10:30 the vet- 
erans formed and marched to the National 
Cemetery, where religious services wera 
held. When Chaplain Sayers had finished 
his sermon, more than 1000 voices joined ir 
singing “America,” 

In the evening the usual dress parade was 
observed, and it recalied most vividly the 
scenes of the battle.

When the circular first came out the oll 
men were very indignant, and absolutely 
retused to comply with any ef the demands, 
A prominent oil man said in an interview 
that the circular was ridiculous and very 
unreasonable, and that the movement by 
the insufance people was a blow at one of 
the great industries of California. The 
flash test, he said, was too high, as some 
crude petroleum woald not stund a test 
higher than 30°, and yet. be perfectly safe. 

Another oi! maa said to a reporter that 
Southern California uses 10,000 barrels of 
oil per month for fuel, and nine-tenths of 
this amount was used in Los Angeles. If 
the terms of the eircular should be enforced 
it would work untold injury to the oil busi- 
ness in a country where oil was destined to 
become of almost universal use. 

The oil men proposed to fixht the circular 
to the end, and have done so. A short time 
ago an insurance agent wrote a policy on 
ab establishment where oil was used on the 
old plan. ‘tiie matter was presented to the 
Insurance Uaion, and the agent violating 
the law was called up for trial. ‘The case 
is now before the union at San Francisco, 
and a decision will probably be made this 
week. Both the oil men and the insurance 
men are anxiously awaiting the result, xs 
their future action will depend to a great 
extent on this decision. It comes in the 
light ot a test case. 

In the meantime some of the biggest 
establishments in the city are using oil 
with their old apparatus, and as yet their 
policies remain uncanceled.

ADVANTAGES GAINED 


BY THINNING FRUIT. 


The Guernsey Breed of Cattle—How 
Often shoutd Cows Be Feda?— 
Milk Kccord—Handling Bees After 


Dark—Nvtes.

Contradictory reports continue to be 
received of the grape crop, but the gen- 
erai belief is that while the crop will 
be goud higher prices will be received. 


The Gucrnecy Breed of Cattle. 
City Livo Stock Journal.} 

The cattle of the little island of 
Guernsey bear its name, but if a visi- 
tor to the island asks about the cattle 
there he will probably be told that they 
are of the Alderney breed, or that they 
are identically of the same breed as 
thosejof the adjacent island of Alderney. 
It is, indeed, true that the cattle of 
those two islands are very closely al- 
lied; the islands themselves are in the 
same judicial district, the same laws 
govern the importation of neat stock, 
and occasional transfers of stock take 

lace. This, however, does not make 

Alderneys. There is really 
no such breed as the Alderney, but that 
name, as has been often before ex- 
plained, was given in England—and 
more or less in this country—indis- 
critzinately to any of the cattle of the 
Channe! [slands—that is to both Jer- 
seys and Guernseys. Stringent regu- 
lations prevent the introduction of 
breeding cattle from anywhere else; 
even those of the sister island of Jersey 
are subject to the embargo, avd are not 
regarded as of the same race, though in 
Jersey the cross with the Guernsey has 
been taken and valued, and the regula- 
tions whieb enforce the immediate 
slaughter of any cattle capable of 
breeding, which are brought to the 
island from anywhere else, do not ap- 
ply to those of the other islands of the 
Channel Islands group. Thus it would 
appear that in the opinion of theisland- 
ers themseives, the Guernseys are the 
choice breed of the Channel, improving 
ing the Jersevs, but not themselves 
benelited by the Jersey or any other 
cross. 

They differ greatly from the Jerseys 
in inany respects. They have little or 
none of that peculiar deer-like style 
and expression which characterize the 

. They are coars%r in bone, 
beavier in carcas:y, larger every way. 
and naturally less precocivus. They 
are allowed the first caive at about 2} 
years old, which gives them more size 
and probably also a tendency to carry 
flesh. Their breeders are not unmind- 
ful of the facts that the size of the 
calves, and the aptitude of the cattle to 
make beef and turn off well when their 
usefulness in the dairy is from any 
cause at an end, are matters of no 
small importance to the so-called 
*““common farmers’’—that is, to all 
who are obliged to study closely the 
economies of farming. ‘The Guernseys 
are precminently the farmer’s cow for 
cream and butter production, and for 
coloring the butter of other cows. So 
streng are the race ef characteristics 
(prepotency) that grades, even only half- 
breeds, possess the best quality of full 
bloods in aremarkable degree. It might 
be inferred that the Guernseys are nota 
good-looking breed; the contrary is true 
of many specimens. There are, in- 
deed, among them not a few whose 
sloping rum s, big heads and heavy 
limbs are not ornamental; but as these 
are likely’ to he the very best milkers 
and butter cows of the herd, their de- 
fects are easily overlooked, or even 
magnified into virtues or ints of 
beauty. For instance, the long head 
and broad square muzzie are regarded 
as characteristics of value, if not of 
beauty; and one can hardly visita 


Guernsey herd, either in this country | 


or on the island, without having this 
feature pointed out and dilated upon. 
The colors which predominate in 
Guernsey cattle are yellow® reddish- 
_ w, fawn, brown shading to nearly 
lack, light fawn and yellowish fawn, 
dug of various shades—never, how- 
ever, inclining to gray, as is usual 
among Jerseys. These colors are more 
or less mingled with white, which is 
most frequently met with upon 
the belly and flanks, the legs, 
switch aud face. A star, or rather 
a triangular spot, on the forehead, 
with a white switch, are regarded as 
characteristic, even though scarcely 
any other white is obvious. Solid col- 


cattle but the fashion has 


never set decidedly in that direction, 
and, as useful points have so greatly 
the préponderance in the estimation of 
fsuernsey breeders, it is earnestly to be 
hbuped that they will not lend them- 
selves to the folly of placing a fictitious 
vaiue any color points. Tbe skin 
of the Guernsey is soft, pliable and 
unctuous, and abundantly supplied 
with “‘yoik,”’. which is alnfst univers- 
ally of a rich orange-peel color. The 
udder, scrotum, and the nearly hair- 
less parts, like the spots between the 
fore-legs and brisket, and around the 
eyes, have a similar rich yellow glow; 
while the muzzle, which is characteris- 
ticaliy black in the Jerseys, is white or 
buff in the Guernseys, and usually en- 
circled by a fillet of light, short hair, 
though this marking is much less con- 
apicuous than in the before-named 
breed. 

The Guernseys are certainly deeper 
average milkers than the Jerseys. It 
cannot be said, perhaps, that they give 
richer milk, but it is much higher col- 
ored, and will impart its beautiful tint 
to the butter of a number of common 
cows, being in this respect decidedly 
superior to the Jerseys. As to the 
qualits of the butter, aside from color, 
there is nothing to choose between 
them; and as to which breed will give 
the most milk or make the most butter 


upon a given quantity of feed, that has 


never been determined. Cow for cow, 
the Guernseys bave the advantage in 
size, and would probably on that-ac- 
count not produce so much in propor- 
tion to their live weight. Asa breed 
the cows have excellent udders and 
teats which fill a man’s hand. Many 
are avell marked, according to the 
Guenon theory. They hold out well in 
their milk, are quiet, docile and tract- 
able both sr the tether and in the pas- 


ture; in short, for genéral usefulness 
yielders, they are nearly per- 


Preserving Eggs. 
‘Farm and Fireside.) 
Although there are dozens of methods 
for preserving. eggs, yet but few of 
them are worthy of notice. Limed eggs 
have been almost unsalable this year, 
and the time method will soon be dis- 
carded. We give below a few rules 
that will epable our readers to preserve 


three months, though eggs have been 
kept as long as six months by the 
‘process: 

1. Always use fresh eggs, and do not 
rely on these from your neighbor. 
You must know that every egg is 
fresh, as one stale egg may injure all. 

2. Use eggs from heus not in com- 
two with cocks, as such eggs will 

eep three times as iong as those con- 
taining germs of chicks. 

8. Keep them in a cool place—the 
cooler the better. Anywhere near 40° 
above zero will answer, though 60° will 
be cool enough for a few months. Only 
be careful tit eggs do not freeze. 

4. Turn them half over three times a 
week, to prevent them from adhering 
to the shells. The turning of the eggs 
is very important, and is one of the 
secrets of success. . 

5. No packing material is necessary. 
lay thera on racks or sheives; 
though if preferred they may be packed 
in boxes, in dry oats, and the boxes 
turned. 

6. Solutions, greasing the eggs, egg- 
preserving preparations, etc., are un- 
necessary, as some of them injure the 
appearance of the eggs. 

7. Wash every egg clean before. plac- 
ing it with the others. 

If the above rules are followed there 
will be no difference between eggs so 

reserved and those that are fresh. 

‘Oo person can succeed in preserving 
eggs who buys them from all sources, 
and who does not know just when 
every egg was laid, and it is on that 
point so many failures occur. You can- 
not place any dependence on eggs ex- 
cept from your own hens. Even your 
neighbor is sometimes unable to pre- 
vent getting a stale egg in among the 
fresh ones, Never use ‘stale eggs as 
nest eggs, or aliow sitting hens to be 
in the room with your layers. The 
greatest care should be exercised, and 
the eggs kept always cool. 


Milk tecord. 

The London Live Steck Journal 
gives the milk and butter record of the 
well-known Hassock herd of Jerseys 
for the year 1887. The herd comprises 
26 cows of all ages, and among them 
eight 2-year-old heifers and a few aged 
cows. The total milk yield was 62,062 
quarts; the average yield ¥ cow, 2388 
quarts. The total yield of butter was 
$899.11 Ibs.; average per cow for the 
year 342.5 lbs.; weekly average per cow 
6.9 lbs. ‘The account of feeding is not 
given, but the returns are given for 
each week of,the year, and it isa fair 
presumption that it was,a working 
dairy, maintained on practical every- 

a keep. The same authority 
siates that the ield of 
the Audley End herd for the 
year 1887 gave an average of 2,592 
quarts, or about 6642 pounds per cow 
for the entire herd, on an average of 
46 weeks in miik, except the heifers 
which calved after the commencement 
of the year. A calculation of the but- 
ter made, on a basis of the yield during 
“Ty and April, showed a proportion 
of 7.842 quarts of milk to 1 pound of 
butter, or 8.16 ounces of butter from 
each gallon of milk. At this rate the 
average butter yield per cow would be 
equivalent to about 330 pounds of but- 
ter. The number of animals in the 
herd is not stated, but must have ex- 
eeeded 39, and the annual ealf crop 
wus 32 calves. The system ef feeding 
is exclusively for milk and butter, so 
the cows were not kept in high condi- 
tiun. The grain ration is reduced as 
the grass comes up. so that during the 
summer only a small quartity is given. 


How Often Should Cows Be Fea? 
| United Ststes Dairy man.| 

This question has received some at- 
tention at farmers’ meetings and dairy 
conventions during the past season. 
Most people fodder three times a day, 
and some have even five fodderings 
during 24 hours. But it is beginning 
to be found out that the bovine stow- 
ach, as well as others, demands time 
in which to properly digest food, and 
that feeding twice a day produces as 
good, if not better resn'ts, than 
feeding oftener. It is the nature 
of the cow to fill her paunch, 
lie down, and then throw’ up 
her food and masticate it in 
little bunches called cuds. The food 
then is prepared to enter the other 
three stomachs and go through the 
process of digestion. All this takes 
time, and any interruption of the pro- 
cess is an injury. Twice a day—morn- 
ing and evening—will be found often 
enough to feed cows that are confined. 
When in pasture they will spend the 
‘Waxly part of the forenoon filling 
‘hemselves. The middle of the day 
will be spent in the shade, if they can 
get it. Then, in the cool of the after- 
noon, they will be seen laying ina 
store of food for the night. ' 


Handling Bees After Dark. 

Upon the incorrect practice of hand- 
ling bees after dark, Forest and Farm 
says itis practised to quite an extent 
by persons who do not understand 
bees properly. Thisis the time when 
farmers and old-fashioned bee-keepers 
go to their hives to take honey. They 
think they are perfectly safe at night, 
as the bees cannot see to attack them. 
In the middle of the day, when the 
bees are flying thickly, they would 
think it almost suicide to approach the 
bees for the purpose of handling them. 

In conclusion contemporary adds: 
In our experience it is just the reverse, 
and if ever bees sting with a ven- 
geance it is after dark. A bee crawl- 
ing upon your flesh in the dark will 
insert its sting almost without excep- 
tion, and when disturbed in the dark 
will run all over the hive, craw) upon 
the ground and upon your person, so 
that it is not very pleasant to handle 
them. Smoke does not appear to have 
the same effect on them at night as it 
‘has in the daytime. In the heat of the 
day, when the air 1s full of them on 
the wing, is the best time to work with 
them. You will receive less stings, do 
your work much better, and do less 
damage to the bees. 


Notes, 

Cattle may come in palace cars and 
go in refrigerators, but the law of sup- 
ply and demand will go on forever. 

According to statistics recently com- 
piled in England the British public 
now consume 109 pounds of meat per 
head per annum, against 100 pounds 20 
years ago. 

It is said that there will be 75,000 
head of cattle shipped on to the ranges 
in Wyoming and Montana over the 
Cheyenne and Northern Railroad dur- 
ing the next few months. 

oO All young animals are more easily 
stunted while they are dependent upon 
milk as their principal food than at 
any other time, and for this reason 
considerable care should be exercised 
to see that a steady growth is main- 
tained. 

' When the udder,of the cow becomes 
hard, a prolonged bathing of the udder 
with warm water is the best remedy. 
Use the water freely, and rub the 
udder during the application, then 
wipedry. It should be repeated daily 
until relief be given. 

It is generally admitted by the trade 
that the restrictions of oleomargarine 
have increased the consumption of 
genuine butter in sll sections, and a 
considerable larger quantity than usual 


is needed to meet the wants of the con- 
summers. 


A traveling milk aid cream sepa- 
rator is of the dairy wonders of 


this year. The traveler goes to a farm- 


house, extracts the cream, pays for it, 
goes on to the next house and repeats 
the operation, and so spends the day in 
a milk-producing district, and puts im 
his appearance at a butter factory be- 
fore night, with the cream gatherings 
of the day. 
When stock is turned on the pasture 
and there left all day, the water supply 
must be looked after. A milch cow 
must have plenty of water. She can- 
not wait until she is driven up at night. 
The water is a necessary constituent of 
the milk, and she must have it during 
the time the milk is being manufac- 
tured. If deprived of water during 


the warm days her supply of milk will 
fall off. 


Nearly all strawberry-growers agree 
that good wood ashes ry od applied to 
the strawberry plants with benefit. As 
100 bushels can be applied with proiit 
under ordinary circumstances there is 
very little, if any, risk, of applying too 
much. They should be thoroughly in- 
corporated with the soil on the surface. 


In using kerosene or coal oil in an 
emulsion for destroying insects, con- 
siderable care should be taken to keep 
thoroughly mixed. If allowed to stand 
even a few minutes the oil and water 
will separate and often considerable 
damage will be the result, as the oil 
alone will injure the trees and plants 
quite seriously if applied to them.

in Kailroad 
Circles, 


A corps of surveyors will begin work this 
morning locating the line for the long- 
talked-of rapid transit road from Los An- 
geles to Pasadena by way of Garvanza. 
Under favorable circumstances it is ex- 
pected that cars will be running on the line 
before the rainy season. 

The Fairview and Pacific Railroad, from 
Santa Ana to Fairview, was formally 
opened to the public Saturday with an ex- 
cursion from Santa Ana to Fairview, and at 
the latter place a great picnic was given in 


honor of the event. The work of extend- 


ing the line to the sea goes on fairly well, 
That Cuyamaca railroad about which the 


San Diego poole have talked so much is in 
trouble. The money for its construction 
has been exhausted, and Friday a meeting 
of citizevs was held in the Bank of Com- 
merce, and a committee was appointed to 
solicit subscriptions to the amount of $75,-
